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Stock Market crash 


as shares slump

, TEL AVIV. - A tidal wave of offers 
to sell hit the stock market yester- 
day, causing it to virtually collapse. 
' *5ome 372 shares fell in price, most of 
them from 5 to 10 per cent. Only 32 
shares rose in price. The index of the 
free shares fell by almost 5 per cent. 
The result was one of the worst 
declines since the market “crashed" 
in 1983. - 

Turnovers in the free shares were 
not high, the reason being there 
were so many ‘‘sellers only,” 101 to 
be exact - which fell by 5 per cent 
without any turnover. Had these 
been traded, the turnover would 
have been much greater. 

Two reasons are given for the 
collapse. One was a rumour which 
* swept the financial community that a 
“mystery businessman," who holds 


enormous holdings on the stock ex- 
change, was in financial troubles. 

Israel Television at its 9 o'clock 
Mabat news broadcast last night 
broke a gentleman’s agreement be- 
tween the various news media and 
revealed that the “mystery business- 
man" was named David Balas. There 
was a rush to sell before be was forced 

to. 

The other reason was that prices 
have risen so fast since January 1 - 30 
per cent among the free shares - that 
a wave of real profit-taking, and not 
the deluxe type, was inevitable. 

The mutual funds did not make 
any effort to support the market, 
thus the rush to sell was not met by 
any desire to buy 

The “arrangement" shares also 
fell, but not too heavily; index- 
linked bonds were fairly firm.

Soviets rebuff Peres 
onbidto resume ties

The Soviet Union has no desire to 
improve its ties with Israel. 

[- This emerged yesterday from the 
disclosure by Prime MinisterShimon 
Peres that he had sent a message to 
Soviet leader Konstantin Chernenko 
through American- Jewish oil- 
magnate Arm and Hammer. 

; ♦Peres said he asked the Soviet 
^isader to renew his country’s former 
''relations with Israel, which were 
broken off by Moscow during the 
1967 Six Day War. 

_ Peres told reporters that the 
Soviet reply, which readied him 
yesterday, indicated that any im- 
provement in Soviet-Israeli ties 
would ultimately be determined by 
relations between the Soviet Union 
and the U.S. 

Peres said his approach to the 
Soviet leader had been timed to 
coincide with the 40th anniversary of 
the Red Army’s victory over the 
Nazis. 


Hammer had been a friend of the 
Russian revolutionary leader Lenin. 
Peres noted. 

Peres will visit Italy and Rumania 
in mid-Feburary. his office said 
yesterday. 

An assistant to Peres' spokesman 
said Peres would meet Rumanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu and 
Italian Premier Bettino Craxi. 

It will be the first visit by an Israeli 
prime minister to a Soviet Bloc coun- 
try, although Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir visited Rumania in Au- 
gust 1983. 

Rumania is the only Soviet Bloc 
country which still has diplomatic 
relations with Israel. 

Edgar Bronfman, president of the 
World Jewish Congress, meanwhile 
announced he will pay an unpre- 
cedented visit to the Soviet Union in 
March, having received an invitation 
from the Soviet authorities, and 
would discuss the situation of Jews in 
the Soviet Union. 

Bronfman is how in Vienna for a 
World Jewish Congress meeting. 


Row over Nazi’s reception 
may topple Austrian gov’t 


VIENNA (Reuter). - The leader of 
Austria's right-wing Freedom Party 
yesterday threatened to quit the 
Socialist-led coalition and bring 
down the government if Defence 
Minister Friedheim Frischenschla- 
ger. at the centre of a row about his 
reception of a war criminal sent back 
to Austria, is sacked. 

Frischenschlager flew back to Au- ‘ 
jjjria last night after Chancellor Fred 
- a^nowau asked him to cut short an 


official visit to Egypt to attend to- 
day's weekly cabinet meeting. 

Frischenschlager had welcomed 
former SS major Walter Reder when 
he returned to Austria last Thursday 
after a suprise release from jail in 
Italy, and accompanied him to a 
military hospital. 

His action embarrassed the gov- 
ernment, particularly as it came just 
before the World Jewish Congress 
assembled for its first ever meeting 
in Austria. 


Teheran says Iraqi assault 
crushed with heavy losses 


TEHERAN. - Iran said yesterday 
that it had crushed a new Iraqi 
offensive on the southern Gulf war 
from, inflicting heavy losses in men 
and equipment. 

Iran’s national news agency Ima 
said Iranian forces repelled an over- 
night Iraqi attack on the southern tip 
of Majnoon islands and were in full 
t .control of the battlefield. 

A A military spokesman in Baghdad 
‘earlier said Iraq had launched a 
three-pronged dawn offensive on the 
southern front, capturing Iranian 
positions and killing many Iranian 
soldiers. He said the Iranians had 
been unable to repel the attack. 

Irna initially reported intense 
fighting raging in the area . with Iraqi 
forces suffering heavy casualties and 
with prisoners being transferred be- 
hind Iranian lines. 

Soon afterwards, the agency said 
, Iranian forces had gained full control 
ij and were clearing the field of enemy 
'i> equipment. 

' Diplomats in Teheran said the 
relative speed with which Iran re- 
: ported the battle appeared to indi- 
cate it felt all was under control. 
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Iran captured the Majnoon is- 
lands. two large marshland sandbars 
rich in oil deposits just inside the 
border some 120 km. north of the 
southern Iraqi port city of Basra, in 
an offensive last February. 

The Iranians said they intend to 
keep the islands for their oil wealth, 
partly to offset the cost of the war, 
now in its 53rd month. 

The Iraqi attack was the first since 
Iraq pulled back its forces from Ira- 
nian territory it captured at the offset 
of the war in September. 1980. The 
withdrawal from a total of 22,000 sq. 
km. along the 1,180 km. battle-front 
began in the summer of 1982. It 
followed a series of Iranian counter- 
offensives beginning in September 

1981. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
announced at the time that he de- 
cided to pull back his forces to defen- 
sive positions inside Iraq as a good- 
will gesture to persuade Iran to 
accept a negotiated settlement of 
their border conflict. 

Iran rejected the offer. In a subse- 
quent series of offensives Iran tried 
but failed to carry the war inside 
Iraq. 

Both countries now hold small 
enclaves inside each other's terri- 
torv. The largest is a 500 sq. km . area 
held by Iranian forces in the rugged 
mountains of Iraqi Kurdistan, north- 
east of Baghdad. (Reuter, AP).

Taba talks ‘go a long way,’ 
but no agreement reached

BEERSHEBA. - Israel and Egypt 
exchanged position papers-yesterday 
at the second day of talks on Taba. 
the disputed area of coastline south 
of Eilat, but made no concrete prog- 
ress towards resolving the dispute. 

brae l delegation head Zvi Kedar 
said after the meeting: “We have 
gone a long way together and are 
negotiating in good spirits and good 
will. We are exchanging formulas 
and papers.” 

Egyptian delegation head Abdel- 
Halim Badawi commented that the 
formulas exchanged were “of a con- 
structive nature and very useful.” 
But when asked if he thought the 
differences could be resolved, he 
replied that he did not want to “pre- 
judge the outcome.” 

The delegations are trying to draft 
an invitation, fn the .Multinathnri 
Force and Observers (MFO) serving 
in Sinai, to enter the Taba region, 
which is claimed by both Israel and 
Egypt. Israel and Egypt differ on the 
role of the MFO pending ultimate 
resolution of the question of 
sovereignty. 

Israel currently has a police pre- 
sence in Taba and the Egyptians 
want the MFO to take over all re- 
sponsibility for law and order. An 
anonymous Israeli official com- 
plained to reporters of Egypt’s refus- 
al “to see any role for the Israeli 
police.” Israel had proposed issuing 
a statement that the presence of 
Israeli police would not prejudice 
claims to ownership. 


The talks are scheduled to con- 
clude today, although there may be 
further rounds with "the next session 
in Ismailiya. 

Israel brought up the question of 
the misfing 19 soldiers from the Yom 
Kippur War of 1973 and the search 
for the submarine Dakar, believed 
to have sunk with its 69-member 
crew off the Egyptian coast in 1968. 
Israeli .delegate Ehud Gol told re- 
porters that the Egyptians suggested 
that these topics should be dealt with 
through the appropriate diplomatic 
channels, noting they weren't on the 
agenda for the Beersheba talks. 

Kedar was asked if he saw the 
talks as an opportunity for a general 
improvement in Israel-Egypr rela- 
tions. He replied: “There was a gap 
in our talks and we do hope this will 
be the start of a renewed dialogue." 

Today the sides are to present 
more papers, outlining the points 
agreed on and those still in dispute. 

■ In u TV linkup .;a satellite -to the 
World Jewish Congress meeting in 
Austria for the first time. Peres told 
the delegates that the Israeli and 
Egyptian delegations in Beersheba 
discussing the Taba issue have so far 
merely presented opening positions, 
and he believed that if the two coun- 
tries could meet half-way. this would 
contribute a great deal to improving 
their mutual relations. 

Turning to the subject of King 
Hussein of Jordan. Peres said he 
hoped that the Hashemite monarch 
would soon become disillusioned 
with the PL0 and have recourse to 
the only realistic option, direct and 
unconditional negotiations with 
Israel. 


Lebanese minister will not 
quit after all, says Karameh 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - Lebanon's 
political crisis eased yesterday as 
Education Minister Salim Al-Hoss 
withdrew his resignation and the 
government prepared to tackle a 
host of problems, including a crisis of 
confidence in the Lebanese pound. 

Hoss’s decision to stay, 
announced by Prime Minister 
Rashid Karameh ended two days of 
uncertainty about the future of the 
nine-month-old “national unity” 
government. 


It partly eased pressure on the 
cabinet, which is trying to prepare an 
army force to head off sectarian 
fighting in South Lebanon when 
Israeli troops begin their pull-out 
next month, while seeking wavs to 
bolster the shaky Lebanese pound. 

The cabinet was meeting, with 
Hoss present, to seek ways to streng- 
then the economy and bolster the 
pound after it fell more than 10 per 
cent against the dollar on Friday."

Package Deal II opens 
plan of overall reform

The Economic Stabilization 
Programme, better known as 
package deal 2, is the first stage 
of an all-embracing series of eco- 
nomic reforms aimed at revamp- 
ing the structure and improving 
the performance of Israel's ailing 
economy. The Jerusalem Post has 
learned. 

The new strategy replaces a pre- 
vious, though never adopted, plan 
which was presented to the U.S. 
government by Treasury Director- 
General Emmanuel Sharon during 
his December trip to Washington. 
Drafting of the first plan had been 
taken to an advance stage in corres- 
pondence between Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres and U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz when it was 
superseded by the ESP. 

The ultimate goals of both plans 
are essentially th& same: a major 
slash in government expenditures 
through the elimination of all sub- 
sidies - including all export incen- 
tives; an end to the inflationary spir- 
al; sweeping changes in monetary 
policy by removing the central bank 
from" Treasury domination; and 


comprehensive tax reforms at the 
personal and corporate levels. 

Instead of consisting of a series of 
unilateral government-imposed me- 
asures. the new strategy devised by 
Peres is based on achieving consen- 
sus among the leaders of the key 
political and economic factors. 

The signing of the second package 
deal last week is seen by high- 
ranking government officials as the 
first crucial step toward achieving 
economic stability. It will be fol- 
lowed within a few weeks by an 
economic summit convened under 
the aegis of the cabinet. 

The original plan was conceived in 
the strictest secrecy and was made 
known to only a select few. including 
Peres and two or three of his senior 
aides. Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i, and two Treasury officials. 

Sharon presented the “written 
framework” outlining the plan's 
strategy and tactics to the Americans 
on his'visit to the U.S. in December. 
While his colleagues in the Israeli 
delegation were meeting with their 
American counterparts. Sharon and 
Shultz went into a side room. The 
professors and officials in Sharon's 
party, w-ere completely unaware of

Shultz reassures Rabin 

U.S. opposes M.E. talks 
involving UN, Soviets

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday 
assured visiting Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin that the U.S. would 
continue to oppose any international 
conference on the Middle East 
under UN auspices or with the parti- 
cipation of the Soviet Union. 

During a meeting at the State 
Department. Shultz noted that the 
U.S. would have a dialogue with the 
Soviet Ltoion on the situation in the 
Middle East. 

Rabin, who met earlier in the day 
with Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger, recalled during both 
meetings the counter-productive 
outcome of earlier U.S.-Soviet dis- 
cussions on the Middle East. 

The subject was discussed at some 
length in both meetings, with Israeli 
officials conceding earlier concern 
over the U.S. position. 

But afer the meeting with Shultz. 
Rabin seemed reassured. Asked ab- 
out the U.S. position. Rabin told 
Israeli reporters ”1 accept it.” 

Rabin who also met separately 
yesterday with National Security 
Adviser Robert MacFarlane. said 


that Israel would have to resolve its 
problems in Lebanon and improve 
its relations with Egypt before there 
was any realistic prospect of 
broadening the Arab-Israeli peace 
process. 

Jordan, he said, was unlikely to 
get involved in any peace negotia- 
tions with Israel until King Hussejn 
was assured that his country would 
not be left isolated in the Arab 
world. 

Rabin insisted that PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat continued to have a 
“negative role” in the peace process. 
“King Hussein will discover this ear- 
lier than he thinks." Rabin said. 

Rabin presented a four-page 
document - called "talking points” - 
to Shultz explaining the latest Israeli 
economic policies. ~ 

But there was no immediate in- 
dication that the administration was 
prepared to increase economic 
assistance for Israel beyond the 
$1 .2b. level appropriated last year. 

Later this week, Israeli officials 
said, the administration is expected 
to announce SI. 8b. in military assist- 
ance for Israel this year. 

Rabin also explained to Shultz the 
most recent steps Israel had taken to 


“improve the quality of life" for 
Palestinians living on "the West Bank 
and Gaza. 

In this regard. Rabin noted that 
Jordan had recently made it more 
difficult for West Bankers and 
Gazans to visit Egypt by demanding 
from Egypt that those Palestinians 
be admitted only if they travel from 
Jordan - and not directly from 
Israel. 

According to Rabin. Shultz 
seemed surprised to leam of this 
Jordanian position and promised 
that the U.S. would look into it. 

Rabin was clearly pleased by the 
administration's forthcoming 
approach towards Israel on a whole 
host of economic and military mat- 
ters. 

During all of Rabin's meetings 
yesterday, there was an extensive 
review of the situation in Lebanon. 

Rabin emerged from his meeting 
with Weinberger apparently pleased 
by what he had heard. He went out 
of his way to say that the U.S. 
defence secretary understands 
Israel's defence problems and "sym- 
pathetically tries to do what can be 
done to assist Israel’s security prob-

Five soldiers hurt in S. Lebanon

METULLA. - Five Israeli soldiers 
were wounded in South Lebanofi in 
two separate incidents yesterday 
morning. No one was hurt in five 
other attacks on Israel Defence 
Forces and South Lebanese Army 
patrols and positions. 

Three soldiers were wounded, two 
with medium wounds and one light- 
ly. when their vehicle went over a 
mine near an IDF roadblock near 
the Hardale Bridge on the Awali 
River near the Christian village of 
Mariayoun. 

Two other soldiers were lightly 
wounded when an explosive device 
went off as a patrol passed near the 
Kasamiye Bridge over the Zaharani 
River in the western sector. 

An explosive device also went off 


near an IDF patrol at Burja-Shimali 
near Tyre. Another exploded near 
an SLA patrol at Dir Kanur in the 
western sector. A Katyusha was 
fired at an IDF position in the west- 
ern sector and light arms fire was 
directed at SLA patrols in Sidon port 
and Sidon's Kikar Hahol. No one 
was hurt in these attacks. 

Military sources said many of the 
attacks of recent days were being 
launched from Shi’ite villages, which 
will remain in the IDF-controlled 
area after the first stage of the pull- 
back. 

The IDF continued its withdrawal 
yesterday. Aluf-Misboe. Albert told 
reporters that lessons had been 
learned from the Shouf pullback and 
the withdrawal from the Beirut- 
Damascus road. The whole front 
was being pulled back simultaneous- 
ly and special methods were being 


used to protect rroops. he said. 

Unlike the previous withdrawals, 
no' contractors are being used. Sol- 
diers and IDF employees are car- 
rying out ail the tasks. " 

Unifil spokesman Timor Goksel 
yesterday denied a report in the 
London Times, which said that the 
UN had a secret plan to deploy in 
Sidon. "We are making no plans, 
secret or otherwise." Goksel told 
The Jerusalem Post. “We have no 
information about any new deploy- 
ment and consequently cannot plan 
for one." 

The Times reported on Monday 
about “a confidential plan to send 
hundreds of UN troops into Sidon to 
replace the Israeli forces." The re- 
port alleged that French troops 
would be sent north from their cur- 
rent Unifil position, accompanied by 
soldiers of two other contingents. 
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There will be a live newspaper at 
7.30 tonight at Beit Agron. Jeru- 
salem. with Religious Affairs Minis- 
ter Yosef Burg, Deputy Finance 
Minister Adiel Amorai. MK Shula- 
mit Aloni and outgoing prisons com- 
missioner Mordechai Wertheimer. 


3 1 ravellers hurt 
when bus stoned

last night when the bus they were 
travelling in from Jerusalem to Heb- 
ron was stoned as it passed through 
the West Bank town of Halhul.

The in- 
jured were treated and sent home.

Peres: *No point 1 in 
IDF staying in Lebanon

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday told high school pupils in 
Jerusalem's Beit Agron that there 
was “no longer any point” in the 
Israel Defence Forces remaining in 
Lebanon. He said the IDF had "not 
entered Lebanon in order to remain 
there.” 

Peres said the Nakoura talks indi- 
cated the Lebanese “had apparently 
almost totally lost their independ- 
ence. ” He said the Syrians “had no 
illusions about Lebanon” and had 
entered that country “to make an 
impression on the Arab world.” 

The prime minister said he did not 
believe the IDF had a morale prob- 
lem. He could promise that the gov- 
ernment would do its best not to 
involve the country in “ware of 
choice,” but he noted that it was not 
only up to Israel. 

Peres said he thought the U.S. 
would be pleased about Israel’s 
latest economic moves. Secretary of 
State George Shultz had doubted 
Israel could control prices but Israel 
had shown it could do so. he said.

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Moda’i: Tax structure 
to be made more just

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
yesterday said that, os part of the 
economic agreement signed last 
Thursday, the government would 
reform the tax structure, make it 
more just and collection more effi- 
cient. 

Making a government statement 
on the content and aims of the agree- 
ment in the Knesset, Moda’i said 
there could be no accepting a situa- 
tion in which some of the citizens 
bear the tax burden of the tax evad- 


ers. 


Moda'i said that the Economic 
Stabilization Programme (the 
second package deal) is superior in 
three respects to its predecessor. 

First, prices will not be frozen and 
thus there will be no "suppressed 
inflation,” a feature of the first pack- 
age deal that most economists criti- 
cized. Prices will now rise roughly in 
accordance with the rise in costs. 
The average increase will be 5 per 
cent, with no increase exceeding 20 
per cent. The exchange rate of the 
shekel will not be frozen. 

Secondly, subsidies on basic com- 
modities will be substantially re- 
duced. and the agreement will not 
apply to goods or services supplied 
by the government, directly or in- 
directly' This would be another 
means of mopping up the public’s 
purchasing power. 

Thirdly' the agreeement will be in 
force, not for three monchs but for 
eight months (unless a revision is 
requested by one of the parties after 
five months). 

Moda’i said that if he were asked 
to define the government’s econo- 
mic programme "on one foot" (con- 
cisely). he would say; Cutting down 
on both public and private consump- 
tion to boost expons and replace 
imports with domestic goods. 

Specifically, he said, the agree- 


ment has four main goals. The first is 
to reduce the balance-of-payments 
deficit to a level we can finance from 
long-term, stable sources. The 
second is to fight inflation ar the 
same time. The third is to* renew 
economic growth, at the outset 
selectively. The fourth, a long-term 
goal - is to reduce the use of 
manpower and resources by the pub- 
lic sector. 

Moda'i said that the standard 
method of encouraging exports and 
restricting imports is real devalua- 
tion and the unification of exchange 
rates. 

“We do not intend to follow that 
method.” he said. It had been tried 
before . both in Israel and elsewhere . 
with unsatisfactory results. 

The gains were washed away with- 
in a short period. leaving a higher 
level of inflation. In tum. that led to 
a worsening in the balance of pay- 
ments or a drop in foreign currency 
reserves, he said. 

In the Finance Committee yester- 
day. Moda'i predicted that in Febru- 
ary. the first month of the new 
agreement, the index would rise by 
less than 10 per cent, in March, by 
about b per cent, and in the months 
following by 4 per cent. 

Histadrut Secretary- General Yis- 
rael Kessar (Alignment) strongly- 
attacked the government, saying 
that it was “soaking up” excess 
money only from the employed 
workers. "What about the moneyed 
class?" he asked. 

Part of the first package deal was 
to levy a 4 per cent tax on the 
self-employed. That deal was now 
ending, and the government had not 
yet succeeded in putting that tax 
through the Finance Committee. 
Kessar said. 

And. to make matters worse, the 
government was now suggesting that 
wage agreements be frozen. Kessar 
said. 


NRP assails ultra-Orthodox 
for ban against Bank Leumi

The NRP faction has attacked the 
ultra-Orthodox elements who have 
declared a boycott against Bank 
Leumi over the construction of an 
annex to the Ganei Hamat Hotel in 
Tiberias. The NRP. in a statement 
released yesterday, said opposition 
to laying the foundations on the site 
of an ancient Jewish cemetery is 
"strictly a political issue” and there- 
fore rabbinic' authorities have no 
right to issue bans. What is more, 
fostering unify among Orthodox.' 
Reformand Conservative Jews “is a 
principle so supreme, that it guides 
the NRP in its decisions concerning 
the grave-site controversy.” 

In a private members bill. 
Tehiya’s Rafael Eitan seeks a stricter 
law - including penalties - to keep 
members and other participants at 
meetings of the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee from revealing 
classified information disclosed at 
committee meetings. At present, 
persons attending the sessions sign 
an undertaking not to divulge in- 
formation brought before the com- 
mittee. 

The Bank of Israel is not doing a 
good job in controlling the outflow 
of foreign currency, members of the 
State Control Committee charged. 
Citing a Stare Comptroller’s study, 
committee member Haim Ramon 
said that “establishing subsidiaries 
overseas has become one of the most 
popular methods of smuggling fore- 
ign currencv out of the country.” He 


suggested that foreign currency con- 
trol be transferred from the central 
bank to the Ministry of Finance. 

The House Committee yesterday 
began discussing setting of a Knesset 
Member’s salary and fringe benefits. 
After announcing that the discussion 
will continue next week, the secret- 
ary said a decision is “evolving” 
among comminee membere to ask a 
retired High Court justice to estab- 
lish an outside body to examine the 
question of legislators’ pay.

.. Education Committee oppose -clos- 
ing Galei Zahal’s news department, 
committee chairman Nahman'Raz 
said. 


He announced this after Chief of 
General Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe 
Levy, who has announced his inten- 
tion to do this, told the body that "in 
view of the current budget cuts fac- 
ing the Israel Defence Forces. I do 
not intend to spend a single shekel in 
areas not tied to security." 


Levy said that shutting the news 
department would save $109,000. 
"Soldiers can hear the news and 
news analysis on Israel Radio just as 
well." he said. 


Levy believes the opposition to 
the closure “is motivated by indi- 
viduals interested in maintaining the 
traditional competition between 
Galei Zahal and Israel Radio.” 
Despite their opposition to the 
shutdown, the comminee recom- 
mended a cut in Galei Zahal’s oper- 
ative budget.

Hebrew first language of 83% of Israeli Jews

speak Arabic os their main language, 
according to the 19S3 census just 
released bv the Central Bureau of 


Statistics. 

The overwhelming majority of 
Jews speaking Hebrew as their fust 
language compares with 77.5 and 67 
percent, respectively, with the 1972 
and 1961 census figures. 

Among the non-Jewish popula- 
tion. the number of those speaking 
Arabic as their main language has 
remained stable.

Justice Ministry under fire 
for failure to update fines

The Knesset Law Committee 
yesterday lashed out at the Justice 
Ministry for failing to come up with 
legislation that adjusts fines to infla- 
tion. 

The committee’s criticism was 
voiced ar a meeting devored to dis- 
cussing the recent public outcry' 
against the court-imposed fine of 
IS25.000 against the Electra Com- 
pany after it had been found guilty of 
negligence in the accident in which 
two young Holon girls lost their lives 
as a result of an elevator’s malfunc- 
tioning. 

A Justice Ministry representative 
told the committee that the ministry 
has no intention of altering the prin- 
ciple whereby a guilty party is 
punished according to the penalty 
contained in the law. effective on the 
date of the violation of the law. 

The Electra elevator accident 
occurred four years ago. the repre- 
sentative said, adding that “with the 
snowballing of the inflation rate 


here, the view is developing in our 
ministry that the law itself should 
provide for periodic updating of 
fines." 

As for suits against Electra execu- 
tives rather than the company as a 
corporate entity, the Justice Minis- 
try’s position is that such suits would 
not have been legally practicable 
since Electra’s management had 
undergone changes since 1971 when 
the elevator was installed. 

Nevertheless, the consensus 
among committee members was that 
besides updating of fines, the law- 
must be changed to permit charges 
against persons rather than a com- 
pany. • 

The committee said officially: 
"Whenever death or injury results, 
and legal proceedings ensue, it is not 
sufficient that responsibility be 
placed on a company with limited 
liability. All efforts should be made 
to assign the blame to persons - 
either company executives or work- 
ers. and the punishment should fit 
the crime."

At an informal press conference at 
the Potomac River entrance to the 
Pentagon, Rabin declined to discuss 
too many details of his conversation 
with Weinberger. “I believe there 
are on-going, close, friendly rela- 
tions between the secretary and my- 
self,” he said. 

“We had an interesting talk and I 
believe we covered ail the issues in 
relation to what’s going on in the 
Middle East, what's going on in 
Israel - the problems of Israel - and 
more specifically, the relations that 
we are concerned (about) in regards 
to our defence problems and the 
relationship between our two coun- 
tries." Rabin said. 

He reviewed the state of the 
Israeli economy with Weinberger, 
devoting considerably greater emph- 
asis to it during his meetings later in 
the day with Shultz and McFarlane. 
Rabin is to meet with President 
Ronald Reagan tomorrow. 

With Weinberger. Rabin spent 
most of the session discussing U.S. 
military aid to Israel, including 
assistance for the coming 1986 fiscal 
year budget. They also discussed 
other indirect ways the U.S. can 
promote Israel’s defence industries. 

Rabin said they had discussed 
Israeli purchases of U.S. military 
equipment. U.S. purchases of 
Israeli-made arms, and various co- 
production schemes. 

The Reagan administration is said 
to have agreed to increase military 
aid to Israel to $1.8 billion - as 
opposed to the $].4b. included in 
military grants last year. Israel had 
sought $2. 2b. this year. 

"We are dealing with this issue," 
Rabin said, noting that Reagan 
would have to make the final deci- 
sion about aid levels for Israel. The 
president is scheduled to submit his 
budget to Congress on February 4. 

The defence minister said he had 
not discussed the matter of a $12b. 
economic and military aid request 
from the U.S. over the next three 
years. 

“I didn’t raise this issue, and I 
didn’t ask for this kind of a sum of 
money.” he said. 

The three-year, S12b. sum was 
included in the Israeli government's 
“white paper” on aid needs from the 
U.S. submitted to Washington in 
December. 

Rabin said the matter of new U.S. 
arms sales to Arab countries was not 


discussed during their meeting. In 
response to a reporter's question, 
Rabin restated Israel’s opposition to 
such transactions. 

“The issue was not brought up by 
the American side," Rabin said.

I 
believe whoever sets his foot in the 
Lebanese mud sinks there. If they 
(the Syrians) want to, I don't mind u 
they stay there.” 

Rabin said there was no real dis- 
cussion of U.S.-Israeli strategic 
cooperation. “Since the cooperation 
goes well, there were no immediate 
issues to be derided on our level.” be 
said. “I believe that on the working 
level, everything has been done, and 
I think it carries with it many fruits 
for the benefit of our two countries. 
There was no issue on which a deci- 
sion had to be taken by us.” 

Rabin is scheduled today to tour 
counter-terrorist “special forces" 
facilities at Fl Bragg, North Caroli- 
na before returning to Washington 
for several meetings with U.S. con- 
gressmen and senators and others.

WASHINGTON. - Minister of In- 
d us try and Trade Ariel Sharon yes- 
terday outlined a wide-ranging re- 
covery plan for the Israeli economy, 
including a modified dollarization of 
the currency, the removal of indexa- 
tion. the adoption of a five-day. 
10-hour a day work week and a 
reduction in taxes. 

Sharon, in an interview with 'the 
New York Times columnist William 
Safire. called indexation “the 
mother of all economic sins.” 
According to Safire. Sharon was 
careful not to criticize the Israeli gov- 
ernment’s "package deal" concerning 
across-the-board price and wage- 
controls. This programme. Sharon 
said, at least provided a psychologic- 
al blow to inflation. 

As outlined in the newspaper. 
Sharon's five-point plan includes: 

• Recasting the work week. He 
called for a five day work week, with 
Frida vs and Saturdays off. The rest 
of the week, however, the work day 
should be 10 hours. 

• Increasing incentive by reducing 


taxes. Sharon said Israel should^- 
make foreign investment tax-free for 
some vears - as is the case in Ireland 
- and offer free, government-owned 

land. , , . 

• Offering amnesty for the under- 
cround economy. Sharon said he 
would offer a time of grace to legiti- 
mize "underground” money from 
hidden sources and side jobs - and 
put it in a new private bank paying a 
low interest rate, with that rate of 
return tax-free. 

• Going private on many social- 
ized industries. The minister prop- 
osed that Israel sell government 
owned businesses, such as chemical 
plants and aviation companies, to 
private investors, using the proceeds 
to invest in more productive capac- 
ity. 

•' Stabilizing the shekel. Sharon 
said he would now support the"do|- 
larization” of the economy by link- 
ing shekels to a basket of foreign 
currencies and passing "a law that 
the government cannot print new 
money. That's how you control the 
budget, including the defence 
budget."

the plan and its presentation to 
Shultz. 

Although the Sharon mission was 
reported ui Israel as a failure, with 
the Americans refusing- to grant 
additional aid, LLS. administration 
sources were quoted as making 
appreciative remarks. 

Shultz's initial reaction was 
favourable and within a few days he 
sent a verbal message to Peres 
through U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis*requesting'clarificitiOns. Fol- 
lowing Peres’s r^ply; Shultz. Com- 
municated in writing with Moda’i. 
asking for more details. 

Left in the dark about the plan as it 
was crystallizing through this corres- 
pondence. several ministers made 
harsh, provocative statements about 
knuckling under to American dic- 
tates. Following these outbursts 
Peres brought these ministers into 
the picture and the ' undiplomatic 
protests abruptly subsided. 

Another instance in which the veil 
of secrecy that shrouded the plan 
was accidentally lifted occurred in 
early January. A senior Likud minis- 
ter heard of the plan from visiting 
Americans, who mistakenly thought 
he was in the know. Shocked at the 
severity of the proposals, he urgently 
consulted the finance minister who 
had no choice but to make him privy 
to the policy taking shape. 

What was it about this plan that so 
shocked the minister who had been 
left on the outside? Why. indeed, did 
Peres himself withdraw his support 
for the plan as it was conceived, and 
search for an alternative strategy to 
achieve the same general goals? 

At the centre of the Treasury plan 
was a four-pronged simultaneous 
attack on the fundamental problems 
of the economy. The four prongs 
were: 

•The elimination of all subsidies in 
one fell swoop. 

• A massive devaluation of be- 
tween 50 and 100 per cent. 

• Removing compensation for the 
price increases resulting from the 
elimination of subsidies to basic 
commodities from the cost-of-living 
allowance. 

• Monetary reform, whereby the 
central bank would no longer auto- 
matically supply the government's 
cash requirements by printing 
money. 

The Americans, realizing that the 
implementation of such a plan would 
have resulted in high unemployment 
and severe social unrest, agreed in 
advance to an emergency aid injec- 
tion, of $1.5 billion over two vears. 


This money was specifically ear- 
marked for use in investment, and to 
help fund retraining programmes for 
the unemployed. In addition, the 
U.S. Treasury had agreed (o 
"stretch a safety net" under Israel’s 
foreign payments position. 

A further significant component 
of the American support was to have 
been the reduction of the rate of 
interest on military loans taken after 
the Yom Kippur War from the cur- 
rent 11-12 percem.to5 percent. This 
would save -Israel' $500' million 
.annually. 

This drastic programme would 
have led to an immediate economic 
depression with widespread closures 
of businesses and mass unemploy- ^ 
meat, particularly in the public sec- 
tor and in development areas. TTie 
social and political consequences 
would have been intolerable, Amer- 
ican aid notwithstanding. 

Peres and his advisers realized 
these consequences. They were 
aware of the urgent need for im- 
mediate measures to shore up the 
foreign currency reserves that were 
rapidly evaporating, primarily be- 
cause of mounting interest due on 
past loans. The first package deal, 
with its temporary price stability, 
was drawing to its close. 

Peres’ own instincts, as well as tfie 
experience he had gained from sat 
negotiations leading to the first 
package deal, pointed him away 
from the unilateral approach aijd 
towards an agreement that would 
bind all the parties. 

He therefore devised a new 
strategy that would approximate the 
same goals. A slower pace of 
achievement would be traded 
off against a broader-based 
social and economic contract. The 
first step in implementing this 
strategy was the ESP agreement 
signed last Thursday. The next will 
be the “economic summit" now? 
being planned, as reported exclu- 
sively in The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day. 

The U.S. administration is not# 
concerned with how Israel sets its 
house in order, provided that what- 
ever strategy is adopted is followed 
through. Therefore they have been 
cautiously welcoming the latest 
moves. But whether Israel obtains 
the extra aid it still requires will 
depend on the degree to which the 

rhetoric is translated into action. .

Chief rabbis discuss status 
of women - with three men

Israel’s chief rabbis met yester- 
day, for the first time ever, with a 
delegation to discuss the status of 
women in Halacha (Jewish religious 
law)| particularly the problems freed 
by women in obtaining divorces. 
However, no women were present at 
the meeting. 

Prof. Alice Shalvi, head of the 
Women's Lobby, told The Jerusalem 
Post last night that for tactical 
reasons it had been decided that the 
first delegation would consist of 
' observant male legal experts. The 
next delegation, she said, would con- 
tain observant women. 

The three men, Prof. Ze’ev Falk 
of the Hebrew University, Ariel 
Rosen-Zvi of Tel Aviv University, 
and advocate Michael Corinaldi, 
presented proposals for halachic re- 
form to Chief Rabbis Mordechai 
Eliahu and Avraham Shapiro. 

Falk later told a press conference 
that the two-hour meeting was “a 
tremendous step forward." The 
chief rabbis did not feel that they 
could change the situation, but they 
recognized the problems, said Falk. 
They had agreed to a further dia- 
logue. The chief rabbis had also 


agreed to amend procedures in the 
rabbinic courts and to ease the pro- 
cess for lodging individual com- 
plaints. 

The Women’s Lobby called on all 
civil rights groups and women's 
organizations to put pressure on rhe 
chief rabbinate in favour of refonn. 
“Halachic solutions do exist." in- 
sisted Shalvi. “but they are not being 
applied in the rabbinic courts." She 
added that her group sees civil mar- 
riage and divorce as “a last resort." 

Lea Levavi reports: Na’amat 
secretary-general Masba Lubelskv 
wrote to Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres yesterday, appealing to him 
not to support extending the juris- 
diction of rabbinical courts on which 
Religious Affairs Minister Yosef 
Burg is currently preparing legisla- 
tion. 

She wrote that the new law would 
prevent appeals to the Supreme 
Court against rabbinic court rulings 
and also end the Interior Ministry’s 
de facto recognition of civil mar- 
riages abroad. Lubelsky maintained 
that the religious parties were com- 
peting with each other and this was 
the motivation behind die proposed 
legislation.

TA, Kfar Shalem seek new ‘cease-fire’

TEL AViV. - The one-month 
“cease-fire” between Kfar Shalem 
residents and Tel Aviv City Hall ran 
out on Sunday. But representatives of 
the neighbourhood and the munici- 
pality are continuing their “peace 
talks” in an effort to reach a new 
agreement this week. 

Residents have threatened re- 
newed violence if City Hall does not 
extend the accord, which was made 
in the wake of riots last month. The 
clashes followed the city’s demoli- 
tion of two illegal buildings in the 
neighbourhood. 

In the original agreement, City 


Hall promised not to demolish any 
buildings for a month, and to discuss 
the quarter’s problems with the resi- 
dents. The residents said they would 
refrain from illegal building and de- 
monstrating during the month. 

Both sides are now charging each 
other with violating the agreement. 

Municipal officials have been 
pressing to oust Knesset Member 
Ran Cohen of the Citizens Rights 
Movement from the talks with resi- 
dents. It was Cohen who convinced 
Mayor Shlomo Lahat to negotiate 
with the residents a month ago, and 
the neighbourhood committee has 
flatly refused to exclude Cohen from 
the meetings.

But 
she said she heard him scream for

The mother was testifying in 
magistrate's court here at the trial of 
two policemen who are charged with 
assaulting her son. Moshe Aviv, of 
Jaffa, causing bodily injury. 
Charged are Haim Benvinisti. 31. of 


Bat Yam. and David Migra. 32. of 
Tel Aviv. 

According to the charge sheet . the 
complainant was arrested in Septem- 
ber 1983 on suspicion of burglary. 
The charge sheet says that 'once 
inside the patrol car. Migra hit Aviv 
with his hands and the two-way radio 
while questioning him about the 
identity of his accomplice. 

After he was brought to the Bat 
Yam station. Benvinisti kicked Aviv 
and beat him with his hands, the 
charge sheet continues. Other 
policemen joined in the beating and 
one of them even stepped on Aviv’s 
head. 


Aviv was taken to the Wo If son 
Hospital in Holon where he received 
treatment for a broken nose. 

Aviv’s mother. Rahel. said that 
when she learned of her son's arrest, 
she went to the police station but was 
told that he was not there. "Sudden- 
ly I heard my son scream ‘Mother.''

back room, all bleeding." 

"What have they done to you. rm 
son?" the woman said she asked. 
The police then removed her son. 
she said, telling her they were taking 
him to the lock-up at Abu Kabir.

‘Countries with renewed ties haven’t suffered’

Countries that have re-established 
diplomatic relations with Israel have 
not suffered whatsoever, and those 
that have taken the step thus demon- 
strate their independence and 
national sovereignty, said President 
Chaim Herzog yesterday.

Asked about Israel’s view of the 
American decision last year to leave 
Unesco and Britain’s leanings to- 
ward abandonment of the UN body 
because of Unesco’s attempts to 
curt* the free press. Herzog said: 
“The UN has to be saved from itself 
and the only ones that can do it are 
the westein’countries. ” 

The publishers' board with par- 
ticipants from 21 countries, is discus- 
sing the Unesco matter, as well as 
the' effect of new technology on 
publishing and the influence on the 
press of commercial TV. . 

On Sunday night the publishers 


were guests at a dinner given by 
Yediot Aharonot. Last nfght The 
Jerusalem Post gave a dinner for the 
delegates at which Giovanni 
Giovannini of Italy, the vice- 
president of Fiej spoke on behalf of 
the delegates.

Liberals, Herat to intensify unity talks

TEL AVIV. - Talks between Herat and the Liberals on 
unification of the Likud will intensify over the next few 
days, Justice Minister Moshe Nissim of the Liberals 
declared yesterday. 

He said that before the elections, the Liberals could 
not accept Herat’s demand for unification because it was 
tied to a demand that the proportional representation of 
the liberals within the Likud be decreased. But the 
feeling among the active leadership of the Liberal Party 
is now that unification is the best way to avoid future 
erosion of the Liberals' representation within Likud. 

Nissim also admitted that unification may be the only 
solution to the internal squabbles - over personality 
issues rather than ideology - among the Liberals them- 
selves. 

He said the Liberals were supposed to have selected a 
committee last Thursday to prepare for the intensified 
talks but that the meeting was postponed because of the 
package deal negotiations. It will definitely take place in 
the next few days, he said. 

He said be hopes unification of the Likud into the 
national Liberal movement will put an end once and for 


all ro speculations about possible alternative political 
options for the Liberals. 

*Tm not saying those speculations were entirely 
unfounded. There were several occasions, the most 
recent before the last elections, when the Likud (or 
Gahal before it) was close to splitting up. 

“There were always those who wanted to keep options 
open, or who saw making threats as a way to achieve 
individual or party gains. I for one think there has to be 
fairness in party politics," he added. 

Asked about the “Norwegian Law,” dealing with the 
conditions under which cabinet ministers would be 
required to resign from the Knesset, he said a proposal 
by MK Micha Harish (requiring every minister to resign 
from the Knesset automatically) is not acceptable. 

Nissim had asked Professor Hans Klinghoffer, an 
expert on constitutional law, to chair a committee which 
would look into the problem and recommend an 
appropriate law. but the professor refused because in the 
past, when he was himself an MK. he had expressed an 
opinion that ministers should not remain members of 
Knesset, the minister is therefore looking for another 
person to chair the committee.

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Riot troops clash with 
strikers in Philippines 


MANILA (AP). - Riot troops 
charged through two downtown 
shopping districts and a residential 
area yesterday and clubbed demon- 
strators supporting a transportation 
strike. Dozens were injured and ab- 
out 100 arrested, police and witnes- 
ses said. 

Police said two empty passenger 
buses were burned when bands of 
suspected strikers and sympathizers 
hurled Molotov cocktails at them. 

“Charge, club them.” a police 
officer shouted in Tagalog as police 
attacked about 200 demonstrators in 
Cuban, a crowded shopping district 
where three blocks of stores were 
shut down as police attacked the 
protesters. 

Police fired guns into the air to 
disperse hundreds of youths who 
tried to set up roadblocks near 
Cubao. In downtown Manila, they 
lobbed tear gas to break up two 


groups of several hundred marching 
stude.nts. 

The demonstrators, mostly stu- 
dents. poured into the streets in 
support of a strike launched in Man- 
ila and some provinces by an orga- 
nization of drivers of the Philippines' 
“Jeepneys.” jeeps modified to cany 
passengers. The drivers were de- 
manding a 95-centavo (5-U.S. cents) 
cut in the price of oil products and 
complaining about a recent cut in 
their fares. 

The strike was declared by a group 
claiming thousands of drivers as 
members but several other drivers' 
organizations refused to join and 
traffic remained normal in most 
parts of the metropolitan area of 
eight million people. But 3.000 com- 
muters were stranded in Alb ay pro- 
vince, south of Manila, where nearly 
all transportation vehicles kept off 
the streets. 


Price row at Opec talks, 
UAE minister walks out 


GENEVA (Reuter). - Conflict over 
oil pricing policy marked the first 
session of an emergency Opec con- 
ference yesterday, along with a tem- 
porary walkout by a senior minister 
and a ban on a leading newspaper 
correspondent. 

In conversation with journalists 
before the meeting began, the minis- 
ters of Algeria and Libya were ada- 
mant that they would oppose any 
change in Opec's ■ benchmark” oil 
price' of S29 per barrel. 

But Saudi Arabian Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani said the ben- 
chmark was “not sacred" and con- 
ference president Subroto of In- 
donesia said discussion of the mar- 
ker was on I he agenda. 

Lack of unanimity on this vital 
point was likely to make progress 
difficult on adjusting the organiza- 
tion's overall price structure - the 
issue on which the meeting was cal- 
led. 

Only one hour after the 13 minis- 
ters began their closed negotiations, 
however. Mana Said Oteiba, oil 
minister of the United Arab Emi- 
rates (UAE). emerged from the con- 
ference hall and said he was going 
home. 

Visibly angry, he accused Nige- 
rian Minister Tam David-West of 
“stabbing Opec in the back." saying 


Nigeria was “undermining the pric- 
ing structure” by producing 1.7 mil- 
lion barrels of oil per day, well above 
its agreed quota. 

The meeting recessed, and David- 
West later left the conference hotel 
with Yamani to see Oteiba some- 
where in Geneva. Yamani made 
light of the incident. “There was 
misunderstanding, an English ex- 
pression that was not under- 
stood... It has now been clarified, 
and it's over.” said Yamani. 

He and David- West later returned 
to the hotel together with an 
apparently mollified Oteiba. who 
confirmed that he would be attend- 
ing the afternoon session. 

Before the brief morning session 
began. Opec officials had barred 
entry to the hall to the Wall Street 
Joumar s oil correspondent. Youssef 
Ibrahim. His accreditation was with- 
held over an article in the newspaper 
last week describing a lavish life style 
he said was enjoyed by oil ministers. 

“The feeling is that he has gone 
beyond the covering of oil confer- 
ences and entered into private 
lives." said Subroto. 

Some other reporters took off 
their security badges in protest and 
were also refused admission to a 
brief public session before the min- 
isterial conference began in earnest.. 


Suspect Portugal guerrillas 
in attack on Nato warships 


LISBON (.Reuter). - Suspected left- 
-wing urban guerrillas .carried out 'an 
unsuccessful grenade attack bn Nato 
warships- in Portugal yesterday in 
what appeared to be the’ latest action 
in a vio lent campaign against Nato 
targets in Europe. 

A Portuguese navy spokesman 
said three grenades were fired at 
warships belonging to Nato's perma- 
nent force in the Atlantic which were 
anchored at Lisbon’s Alcantara 
dock. 

He said the grenades fell harm- 
lessly into the water some 100 metres 
short of the nearest ship. They were 
apparently fired by a launcher from a 
garden near the dock. 

There was no immediate claim of 


responsibility, but police said the 
attempt , bore the hallmarks of the 
left-wing urban guerrilla group FP- 
25i which claimed a similar grenade 
attack on Nato’s Iberian headquar- 
ters in Portugal last month. 

The Portuguese navy spokesman 
said he believed yesterday's action 
was probably linked to a series of 
recent strikes attributed to left-wing 
guerrillas against Nato targets in 
Europe. A Nato spokesman de- 
clined to comment. 

The FP-25 group, which means 
Popular Forces of April 25. the date 
of the 1974 Portuguese revolution, 
also claimed a grenade attack last 
November against the U.S. Embassy 
in Lisbon. There were no casualties. 


Bombs in Peru before papal visit 


AYACUCHO. Peru (Reuter). -‘At 
least 1 1 bombs exploded on Sunday 
night, wounding four men and black- 
ing out this south-eastern Peruvian 
city, one week before Pope John 
Paul is due to visit it. police said 
yesterday. 

The blasts destroyed an electricity 
transformer, shattered windows in a 
Kir of a hotel and wounded a police- 
man and three bystanders. 

Police blamed Maoist Sendcro 


Luminoso (Shining Path) guerrillas 
for the attack. Police in armoured 
personnel carriers detained more 
than 100 youths and more than 30 
remained under arrest. 

In Venezuela Pope John Paul to- 
day flies to the region where Spanish 
conquerors and English corsairs 
once looked for the fabled land of El 
Dorado, symbol of man’s lust for 
cold.

Leader of UK coal miners 
vows not to sell out strikers 


LONDON (Reuter). -The leader of 
Britain's striking miners. Arthur 
Scargiil, said yesterday there would 
be no sell-out by the union in talks 
with coat chiefs today on reopening 
“peace" negotiations. 

ScargHI. interviewed on British 
commercial television, brushed 
aside newspaper suggestions that he 
was losing the 46- week-old strike 
over the National Coal Board plans 
to close mosey-losing pits. 

“There will be no betrayal by this 
union." he said. “You can rest 
assured that there will be no selling 
down the river.” 

The board, anxious to cut a gov- 
ernment subsidy of more than a 
billion sterling a year, has said that 
any peace formula must recognize its 


right to close money-losing pits. 

The Union has said throughout 
that only unsafe ot exhausted pits 
should close but has come under 
increasing pressure as more men 
have drifted back to work, joining 
those who defied the strike from the 
outset. 

Scargiil refused to respond to the 
board’s tough stand, saying simply 
that the union would go into the 
talks-on-talks without pre- 
conditions.

Video shows kidnapped American alive 


LONDON (Reuter). -A U.S. diplo- 
mat missing since he was kidnapped 
in Beirut 10 months ago was alive 
and well as recently as last week, a 
video film released yesterday 
showed. 

Abducted U.S. Embassy political 
officer William Buckley said on the 
film obtained by Visnews. the inter- 
national television news agency, that 
fellow-Americans Jeremy Levin and 
Benjamin Weir, also' kidnapped last 
year, were alive and well too. 

The Islamic Jihad (holy war) 
group said it was holding the men 
hostage with two other U.S. citizens 
kidnapped in the past year as part of 


a campaign to force Americans out’ 
of Lebanon. 

Buckley, 56. was shown holding a 
newspaper dated January 22 and he 
said: "Today, the 22nd of Januaiy. I 
am well and my friends Benjamin 
Weir and Jeremy Levin are also well. 
We ask that our government take 
action for our release quickly." 

The diplomat was kidnapped on 
March 16. 1964. nine days after the 
abduction of Levin. 52. the Beirut 
bureau chief of Cable News Net- 
work. Weir, a 60-year-old Presbyte-. 
rian minister, has been missing since' 
last May. 


Turkey faces probe over torture allegations 


ANKARA (Reuter). - A delegation 
from the European Human Rights 
Commission has arrived in Turkey to 
probe allegations of rights viola- 
tions. including tenure. ■ . % ■. .. 

■ A joint statement by the Turkish 
Foreign Ministry and thejttmmis- 
sion said the group would talk to 
lawyers, academics, journalists, 
trade unionists and government offi- 
cials. The delegation comprises Ita- 
lian, West German. British. Swiss 
and Spanish members. 

Five countries - Denmark. Nor- 
way, France, the Netherlands and 
Sweden - charged Turkey with hu- 


man rights violations, especially tor- 
ture. in July 1982 and their com- 
plaint was deemed admissible by the 
commission in December 1983.

complaint as provided for under the 
European Human Rights Conven- 
tion.

Nato allies urge Belgium 

to meet cruise commitment 


BRUSSELS-(Reuter). -Britain, the 
Netherlands and Nato Secretary- 
General Lord Carrington appealed 
to Belgium yesterday to meet its 
commitment to the alliance by de- 
ploying U.S. cruise nuclear missiles 
on schedule in March. 

Foreign Minister Leo Tindemans 
met separately with British Foreign 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe. Dutch 
Foreign Minister Hans van den 
Brock and Carrington to discuss a 
date for the start of deployment in 
Belgium, which the main’ govern- 
ment coalition party is seeking to 
postpone. 

In an uncompromising statement. 
Howe said in the absence of a U.S.- 
Soviet arms control agreement. Bel- 
gium should stick to Nato's deploy- 
ment timetable, as Britain had done 
since 1983. 

“We look to Belgium as one of the 
staunchest Nato allies over the vears

once again to give full weight to 
importance of her decision for 
alliance and the transatlantic rela- 
tionship.” he said. 

Van den Brock, whose country 
has made its own acceptance of 
cruise missiles dependant of further 
Soviet missile deployments, told re- 
porters that any uncertainty could 
hurt the U.S. position in new Gene- 
va arms talks with the Soviet Union. 

Tindemans has declined to say 
what starting date Belgium is prop- 
osing but Prime Minister Wilfried 
Martens has pledged that a decision 
will be taken by the end of March “ir 
agreement with the Nato allies.

UK defence official on trial 
for leaking Falklands secrets 


LONDON (Reuter). - A senior aide 
of British Defence Secretary 
Michael Heseltine went on trial ac- 
cused of leaking Falklands War sec- 
rets yesterday claiming he obeyed a 
higher duty to expose a government 
cover-up. 

Clive Ponting. 38, pleaded not 
guilty at London’s Old Bailey Cri- 
minal Court to a charge under the 
catch-all section two of the 1911 
Official Secrets Act. which forbids a 
civil servant to pass information to 
an “unauthorized person.” 

His lawyers told the court he did 
mail documents to Labour Parlia- 
ment Member Tam Dalvell but it 


was for the prosecution to prove that 
Dalyeli was an unauthorized person. 

Ponting. defence counsel Bruce 
Lockland suggested, had acted “in 
the interests of the state” and per- 
formed his duty. 

Ponting is accused of leaking two 
internal documents on the sinking of 
the Argentine warship Belgrano by a 
British submarine in May 1982 at the 
start of the war for the Falkland 
Islands. The cruiser sank with the 
loss of 368 lives. 

The documents showed that the 
ship had been steaming for home for 
11 hours before it was torpedoed, 
contradicting government claims 
that it threatened British forces. 


Indian su mmi t calls halt to ‘Star Wars’ 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - India’s 
six-nation disarmament summit cal- 
led on nuclear powers yesterday to 
halt the militarization of space and 
freeze the development of nuclear 
weapons. 

An Indian government spokes- 
man said leaders from India. 
Sweden. Argentina. Mexico. Tanza- 
nia and Greece agreed that the nuc- 
lear states should be urged to adopt . 
an all-embracing ban on the testing 
of atomic warheads. 


The leaders met in a conference 
hall called Vigyan Bhavan or 
“House of Knowledge" as paramilit- 
ary commandos armed with automa- 
tic weapons on nearby rooftops kept 
watch. 

Tight security was clamped on 
New Delhi after a newspaper re- 
ported that assassination squads 
from troubled Punjab state had 
penetrated the Indian capital with 
orders to kill Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi and President Zail Singh. 


Four hostages freed by Sudan rebels 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). - 
Sudanese rebels yesterday handed 
over to the Ethiopian government 
three Europeans and a Kenyan held 
hostage for nearly a year, a Foreign 
Ministry statement^aifL, 

; Tfrestatemertrsaid the hostages.: 
two Faaachmer^j a Briton mid a Ke- 
nyatfpuot, wereTn turn handed over 
to representatives of their em- 
ployers. Compagnie de Construc- 
tion Internationale (CCI). 

The statement said their release 
followed 12 sessions of “delicate and 
complex" negotiations to resolve 
differences between the firm and the 
People’s Liberation Army rebels. 


Ethiopia, on purely humanitarian 
grounds, had accepted the request to 
negotiate between the two parties, 
the statement added. 

The four were seized when the 
rebels-attacked a CQc^mpin south-* 
frtfSucfair. 1 he coSpany was work-^ 
mg' on the big JongtetCanal irriga^ 
tion project. 

British officials said CCI had paid 
a ransom but they did not know the 
amount. 

Western diplomats reported that 
the four hostages said after release 
that much of their 11-month captiv- 
ity was spent inside Ethiopia. 


Chinese analyst: U.S. , Soviets can’t tip military balance 


PEKING (AP). - Neither the U.S. 
nor the Soviet Union has the econo- 
mic and technological edge needed 
to tip the strategic military balance, 
and a nuclear arms talks remain the 
only “sane” course, a Chinese 
analyst contends. 

The economies of both superpow- 
ers are in a period of slow growth and 
neither can fuel a major effort to 
achieve a breakthrough on the milit- 
ary front, analyst Shi Wuqing said in 
the Chinese-language Journal of In- 
ternational Studies. 

A two-part, abridged version was 
printed in the official English- 
language magazine Peking Review. 


published yesterday. 

Shi acknowledged an American 
lead in high-tech military gear, but 
noted Soviet advantages in men. 
material and logistical access to 
probably battle zones. He said both 
sides have nuclear arms beyond 
need. 

“Star Wars" - or strategic space 
technology - is a distant develop- 
ment and at present does not 
threaten the strategic balance, he 
added. 

The Soviet Union has manpower 
advantages in the army and. to a 
lesser extent, the air force, com- 


pared with U.S. naval superiority in 
'numbers, tonnage and technology, 
especially naval aviation. 

Shi put the Soviet advantage in 
military manpower at four to three in 
favour of the Soviets, noting troop 
strength figures are deceptive be- 
cause U.S. civilians perform many 
duties undertaken by the Soviet 
military. 

The Soviets have a “big edge*' in 
ground forces - two million troops 
and 193 combat divisions to U.S. 
forces* 780.000 troops and 19 combat 
divisions. 

In the air. the Soviets have more 


aircraft than the U.S. - 11,000 to 
9,000 -but U.S. technology provides 
a counterbalance. Shi said. 

The Soviets cannot match long- 
range naval support and the combat 
potential of 13 aircraft carriers 3nd 
their 1.000 assault aircraft.' he 
claimed. 

Both nations are capable of sus- 
taining long-duration war efforts if 
necessary, Shi concluded. Geogra- 
phy and numerical advantage in 
array divisions and tanks might 
favour the Soviets, but the U.S. 
technology and numerous well- 
equipped bases around the world 
might compensate.

' friends. You cannot simply decree 
\ reconciliation. You can, however, 

, create preconditions for that by tak- 
ing the card of war out of the game 
| and putting the card of interests in,” 
j; says Willy Brandt. 

The former chancellor of the. 
Federal Republic of Germany was 
speaking to The Jerusalem Post on 
the eve of his visit to Israel, which is 
due to start today. 

■ Different as the conflict in the 
Middle East and the- problems of 
German Ostpotiak may be - Brandt 
was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize 
: in 1971 -what they have in common, 
he says, is a situation in which both 
sides have interests which “can be 
- brought to a common denomina- 
tor.” 

Scoring “magic solutions,” he be- 
lieves that concentrating on these 
common interests is the way out of 
deadlock. 

■The European Community has 
only a “limited contribution” to 
niake to the Middle East peace pro- 
cess, he feels, noting that the West 
Europeans, both inside and outside 
the community framework, “have 
not always had much luck” with their 
declarations on the Middle East. 

"They very quickly found them- 
selves faced with a double accusa- 
tion: on the Israeli side, the under- 
standable presumption that some- 
thing could creep into a joint Euro- 
pean position which would make 
□lore difficult the Israeli govern- 
ment’s relations with individual 
European partners; and on the' Arab 
side, objections and suspicions.” 

The eventual outcome of the 
peace process, says Brandt, will 
“have to be confirmed by other 


international factors” outside the 
two super-powers, and Europe 
should be prepared to accept respon- 
sibility for this, whenever it occurs. 
Brandt is not only referring to 
Europe's economic involvement in 
facilitating peace. 

“I do not rule out that those who - 
will negotiate the Middle East peace 
could also invite the Europeans - if 
they are capable of it at the time - to 
participate in the military safe- 
guards.” 

But Brandt does have one reserva- 
tion: "For a long time to come. I 
cannot imagine German soldiers at 
the borders between Israel and its 


neighbours.” German participation 
would take other forms, he adds. 

TURNING TO THE Socialist Inter- 
national, of which he is president. 
Brandt notes that the organization 
can never ignore the Middle East, 
being constantly concerned with the 
problems of safeguarding peace. 

Apart from that, the Socialist In- 
ternational has been able to “do 
more than carry out occasional mis- 
sions in order to get a picture of the 
situation.” 

A planned delegation to the Mid- 
dle East, headed by Portuguese 
Prime Minister Mario SoareC has 


been postponed, says Brandt, until 
“a few problems become clear." 

Who should represent the Palesti- 
nians at possible peace negotiations 
in the Middle East? "It is my im- 
pression that during the last few 
years. Palestinian spokesmen in the 
territories . administered by Israel, 
even in Israel itself, have gained 
weight." says Brandt, noting that 
this is an area he hopes he can learn 
more about during his visit. 

In 1973. during the Yom Kippur 
War. the West German government, 
then headed by Brandt, was accused 
of obstructing the U.S. -organized 
transfer of weapons to Israel" Short- 


ly before. Brandt was photographed 
kneeling before the Warsaw Ghetto 
Memorial in the Polish capital. Is 
there no contradiction in this? 

“I must allow people to interpret it 
in their own way." says Brandt. 
"Personally I cannot see the connec- 
tion. The issue in 1973 was that 
American weapons were to be ship- 
ped from Bremen under the Israeli, 
not the U.S.. flag. This was after the 
cease-fire had come into effect. The 
question was not of being for or 
against Israel, but one of German 
sovereignty." 

That, says Brandt, was the only- 
issue. adding that "there are people 


in Israel who know that there were 
contacts and help from Germany.” 

THE INCREASINGLY raucous ex- 
pressions of anti-Zionism emanating 
from a number of forums, including 
inside Germany, very often seem no 
more than a convenient cloak for 
anti-Semitism. Can there, in fact, be 
anti-Zionism without anti- 
Semitism? 

"When I was young." says 
Brandt. "I had a number of Jewish 
friends who. for reasons of their 
own. were not pro-Zionist. I certain- 
ly cannot accuse these anti-Zionist 
Jewish friends of being anti- 
Semitic." 

Even today, he notes, there is a 
debate in the Jewish world, and 
“different forms of involvement in 
the Zionist sense." Nonetheless, in 
recent years there have been “anti- 
Zionist declarations which were 
clearly anti-Semitic." he admits. “I 
can only deeply deplore this." 

Not enough was done after the 
war. says Brandt, to pass on an 
understanding of the great Jewish 
contribution to German cultural his- 
tory. This, he says, must be cor- 
rected now. It must be "better and 
more extensively taught at school, 
university and in adult education 
programmes.” 

"One must pass on what has link- 
ed people in a positive way - and 
what still happened afterwards, 
whether they want to hear it or not. 
The future is a double problem. It is 
partly the problem of the rela- 
tionship with Israel, and parily it 
derives from our terrible history and 
relationship to others of a different 
culture, religion or ethnic group. 

"THE LESSON of the German- 


Jewish relationship raises the ques- 
tion of relations between peoples, 
between majorities and minorities, 
between cultures and religions. This 
is still a huge problem in Europe, 
and even more so in the rest of the 
world.” says Brandt. 

"Much of what should have been 
done has remained undone." he 
admits. The number of those who 
could have worked on educating the 
post-war penetration "had been re- 
duced by'the Nazi regime and the 
war." 

“After the war. our energies were 
taken up with other things: our own 
reconstruction, our specific national 
situation, then by a concentration on 
questions of alliance. I admit that it 
would have been good to have made 
more progress on this earlier." 

After the events of the Holocaust, 
what is the extent of the obligation of 
the Federal Republic to the" State of 
Israel? Brandt is clear and concise on 
this point. 

"There is a basic responsibility for 
Israel's ability to remain intact and 
to survive as a Jewish - or primarily 
Jewish - state . This does nor. howev- 
er. include an automatic obligation 
to support every detail of Israeli 
policy." 

This is not. he adds, something 
Israel ever expected - "the more so 
since there are different opinions on 
important issues within Israel itself." 

The former German chancellor is 
visiting Israel just 40 years after the 
liberation of Auschwitz, an anniver- 
sary marked by gatherings and mar- 
ches in many countries. In Israel, it 
will be marked by a tribunal which 
will hear evidence from victims of 
Josef Mengele's medical experi- 
ments in Auschwitz. 


THE LA VON AFFAIR is one of 
the skeletons in the Israeli political 
cupboard. For the younger genera- 
tion, it is part of their parents’ his- 
tory, a faded scandal of yesteryear. 
But for those who lived through it, it 
remains the first tremor of the earth- 
quake that toppled giants, trans- 
formed our politics, and ultimately 
crur society. 

* Saturday night's radio broadcast 
of the voices of some of the players in 
that drama - many of whom are no 
longer alive - brought home the 

- unique privilege we in this century 
’ enjoy of being able to “relive” re- 
cent history. Producer Eitan Almog 
deserves the highest praise for his 
; three hour-programme. 

We were whisked back more tban 
three decades to the unhappy era of 
whac became known as the “security 
mishap,” when 11 young Egyptian 
Jews were tried in Cairo as members 
of an Israeli intelligence operation. 
Two of the accused were sentenced 
to death and executed (the remains 
of Moshe Marzouk and Shmuel Azar 
were brought to Israel for reburial « 
on Mt. HerzL years later): an opera* : 
five fromTsrael, Max-BetmettfBar) 
committed suicide while in Egyptidri 
hands, and six others were sentenced 
to prison terms of various lengths. 
v Their ill-conceived and ill-executed 
acts of sabotage were a desperate bid 
to delay the evacuation of the British 
Army with the handing over of the 
Suez’Canal to Egypt. 

The “mishap” quickly 
, mushroomed into a national scan- 
v dal, but it was kept under wraps by 
tight military censorship (these were 
the days before public opinion and 
- the media regarded it a right and a 
duty to question the deeds of the 
government, especially the hallowed 
defence establishment). 

' It became know as the Lavon 
Affair after Defence Minister Pinhas 
Lavon strenuously denied the charge 
..JjevdJed by Army Intelligence Chief 
‘ -benjamin Gibii that he was the 
minister who had issued the order 
for the misguided operation. 

” Those were the days when the 
political firmament consisted of the 
Mapai sun with the smaller parties 
circulating around it like so many 
satellites. 

■ David Ben-Gurion had moved to 
Kibbutz Sde-Boker some months 
earlier after his surprise resignation, 
and the Mapai leadership quickly . 
installed the dovish foreign secret- 
ary. Moshe Sharett. as Israel’s 
second prime minister, picking 
Lavon, then minister without port- 
folio. for Defence. Overnight, the 
ultra-dovish Lavon became a super- 
. hawk. 

ONCE THE NEWS of the esek bish 
- the bad business - became public 
property. Sharett appointed a com- 
mission of enquiry, which included 
the then President of the Supreme 
Court, Justice Yitzhak Olshan. and 
Israel’s first chief of staff Ya’acov 
Dori. They accepted neither the ver- 
sion of Lavon nor that of Gibii, who 
under the strictures of censorship 
was spoken of in the ensuing political 
controversy as “the Senior Officer. 

(I* This inconclusiveness left a time 
bomb, which was to explode with 
shattering ramifications in the years 
w come. 

* After the commission's report. 
Lavon was forced to resign, and the 
'Mapai veterans made their pilgrim- 
age to Sde-Boker to bring rhe Old 
Man back to the Defence Ministry. 
He took back the premiership after 
the Third Knesset elections in July 
1955. with Sharett staying on as 
foreign minister until the final break 
Between them the following year. 

During Saturday’s skilfully- 
produced broadcast, it suddenly 
struck me that the esek bish and the 
Lavon Affair (/is -Parasha) con- 
tained many elements found m the 
writing of John le Carre at his best.

gence community, rather than with 
the external enemy. 

One beard the revelation from 
Gibli’s deputy in array intelligence 
that the Egyptian network was under 
the control of Unit 131, with then 
Mossad chief Isser Hare! deploring 
that "the Mossad bad no proper 
control over this overseas operation. 
The defence people never let us get a 
look in.” Harel recalled. “Lavon 
told me he didn’t .want people from 
the Foreign Ministry having any sky 
in such matters.” Indeed already at 
that early stage, the Mossad chief 
.felt disquiet over the attitude of the 
defence minister to the premier. 

THEN WE heard about the charac- ■ 
ter around whom continue to swirl 
controversy and serious charges, 
who became known in the affair's 
mythology as the "Third Man.” This 
was A v rah am Zeidenberg. who 
adopted the Hebrew name Avri 
Elad; he rose to the rank of rav-seren 
in the IDF and was sent by Gibii to 
Egypt to operate the network there 
under the cover of being a former 
German Nazi named Paul Frank. 

The then -deputy head of army 
intelligence Yehosbafat Harkabi de- 
fended- military intelligence for send- 
ing Elad on such a sensitive mission, 
even after he was sacked from the 
IDF for being involved in looting: 
“He sought to rehabilitate himself." 
Harel said mockingly: "What! They 
wanted to set a thief to catch a 
thief?” Harel maintained that Gibii 
had been cautioned strongly against 
sending "such a rotten apple." 

At this point in the programme we 
heard the voice of Lavon’s loyal 
friend Yitzhak Hayerushalmi. today 
a Ma’ariv columnist. Hayerushalmi 
related that in 1955, Lavon had de- 
scribed the "Third Man” as “rather 
dubious," and had spoken of his 
"web of lies.” Harel then proceeded 
to attack army intelligence for hav- 
ing “dared send such a type and 
thereby endanger the members of 
the network." He added that Elad's 
reports from Egypt were “one long 
compilation of lies; he even claimed 
to have contacts among top Egyp- 
tians.” . . 

Hard regarded ft as unforgivaole 
to send a man with a criminal record 
on such a senstive mission. 

Harkabi returned to speak of Elad 
as someone who worked as a lone 
wolf and of the beginning of his 
mission as being remarkable. 


...“However, with the benefit of 
hindsight, it might be said that Gibii 
made a mistake by linking him up to 
the network of youngsters in 
Egypt." 

•Producer Eitan Almog then 
announced that he had approached 
(“the Senior Officer”), today a 
senior Koof Industries executive, 
but he declined to be interviewed. 
Likewise when Almog tracked down 
Sgan-Aluf (res.) Mordechai Ben- 
Tsur ("the Reserve Officer"), the 
man who actually sent Elad on the 
mission, he found that he had sud- 
denly been obliged to travel abroad. 

WE HEARD the voices of the survi- 
vors of the Egyptian network. Victor 
Levy reported that when subse- 
quently he had a chance to talk to 
Gibii, he had asked, “How on earth 
could you send a man with a criminal 
record to be our chief?" The "Senior 
Officer'’ had replied, "You know 
that men with criminal records have 
certain characteristics lacking in 
others.” Gibii had also spoken of 
“such a man having good gambling 
instincts." 

Robert Dassa recalled sardonical- 
ly: “Avri - our commander - man- 
aged to get away and returned home 
to a hero's welcome. He even told 
people here that he had stayed on in- 
Egypt in order to save our people. 
What I do know is that his sole 

reason for staying was to sell his 
___ ■»* 

C3T . 

The announcer noted that even- 
tually Elad was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison under highly secret cir- 
cumstances, but he was accused 
neither of having betrayed the net- 
work nor of treason, despite talk of 
his having been a double agent for 
the Egyptians. 

Next we heard from Elad, inter- 
viewed by transatlantic phone from 
his home in Los Angeles. The 
“Third Man" protested . “I was not a 
traitor. I never handed over anyone. 
I was never a double agent. I never 
helped the Egyptians. The truth can 
be found if sought. I can echo Arik 
Sharon about blood libel." 

Isser Harel; "Yet the truth of the 
case'is that everyone except for Avri 
was caught. He managed to get out. 
He was not properly questioned be- 
cause by then Gibii was in the thick 
of building up his case against 
Lavon, and he sought Avri as his ally 
to corroborate his claim. Suspicion 
began to grow around Avri after his 


subsequent suspicious trip to 
Europe." 

Elad: "The network was caught 
because one of its members talked. I 
was not an Egyptian agent, and I was 
not tried on such a charge." 

Victor Levy: “Yet. in Avri's 
memoirs, he claimed that he did not 
know where Marzouk was that day. 
But we were there together. He also 
claimed he did not know that Mar- 
celle (Ninio) was in Cairo that day. 
yet be and I visited her apartment 
together.” 

Marcelle Ninio: "Avri could have 
saved all the members of the net- 
work. but he didn't do it. The proof 
that he lied is in his book, where he 
wrote that he never knew me. 
...Perhaps he was a double agent. I 
don’t have an answer to that...” 

A FORMER Mossad operative. 
Avraham Dar. raised the matter of a 
cover-up by then chief of staff 
Moshe Dayan, recalling that in 1956 
during the Sinai Campaign, when 
Gaza was taken, they found one of 
the military judges of the network 
among- the officer PoWs. General 
Neguv ;;whp had been military Gov? 
erhorof Gaza: Sut DaVan refusedtd 
have him interrogated. "Since then I 
never spoke to Dayan again.” Dar 
said. 

Later in the programme. Marcelle 
Ninio recalled bitterly, "The com- 
mander of the prison came to see me 
after the general fell into IDF hands, 
saying ‘Now surely they'll get you 
out.’ My hopes were raised for a 
short time, only to be dashed. I 
languished there for another year 
and a half.” 

Dar also told of an attempt, in- 
volving Lyova Eliav and himself, to 
rescue the imprisoned members of 
the network during the Sinai Cam- 
paign by a clandestine landing at 
Port Fuad, but arrangements with 
the French went awry, and the plan 
fell through. 

The still unsolved question is 
“who gave the order?” The discus- 
sion proceeded around the geo- 
political background of esek bish and 
the thinking behind the misguided 
operation. Harel noted. "Lavon and 
Gibii pulled this bright idea out of 
their desks to stop the British from 
leaving... It was like trying to stop a 
flood with a stick... It all came down 
to Lavon’s inexperience and Gibli's 
total irresponsibility.” 

An even more mystifying element 
was added by Gideon Raphael, in 
those days Sharett's political advi- 
ser. who confirmed chat there had 
been secret contacts with Nasser at 
the time. He reported that after the 
Officers' Revolt in Cairo. Israel sent 
out feelers to achieve an accom- 
modation. "Negotiations continued 
until the affair blew up... it was an 
attempt by the military to ruin the 
political process and also to cause 
friction between Britain and the 
U.S. So someone decided to launch 
the esek bish... it was absolutely 
idiotic. On the one hand Israel was 
offering - its help: on the other band 
there was this operation... absolute- 
ly no co-ordination between two 
principal arms of government." 

This view was ’derided by Harel. 
Who argued. "Nasser’s people only 
wanted to put us to sleep. Anyway, 
it's untrue that the network had any 
influence on the diplomatic talks 
...Nasser never stood by his prom- 
ises, like allowing an Israeli boat to 
get through the Suez Canal. After 
we conveyed through a secret chan- 
nel rhat the 'mishap' had nothing to 
do with the Israel Government, we 
were given to understand that Mar- 
zouk and Azar would not be ex- 
ecuted. But in the end they were 
hanged.” 

BITTER WERE the comments of 
those who spent years in Egyptian 
prisons. Dassa, asked who was to 
blame, said, "I prefer not to know." 
Victor Levy: *it ail resulted from the 
cowardice of those in charge when it 
came to accepting responsibility for 
the orders they issued." Marcelle 
Ninio: “They left us there. They 
didn’t want to know who gave the 
order. They preferred to let us rot 
there and to ignore our fate.

Schnitzer added that he had "a 
strong feeling that the Bank of 
Israels action in regard to the di- 
amond merchants was the first sign 
of a campaign which would soon 
include all other exporters." 

He also pointed out that the di- 
amond merchants were still deman- 
ding full exchange rate guarantee (at 
present they are getting only half!, 
and also wanted their shipments in- 
sured by foreign trade risks insur- 
ance. "There is no reason why we 
should face discrimination in both 
these matters." 

Yesterday, the merchants stopped 
all shipments abroad as part of their 
fight. Asked whether this would not 
hurt them in their connections with 
their customers. Schnitzer said that 
"a few days" delay will not have 
serious consequences, but after a 
while the situation will begin to de- 
teriorate."

This mobile enlarging 
unit, called the Voyager, is now 
being marketed in Israel by the 
Tesher company owned by Kibbutz 
Ga'ash. 

The Voyager operates with the aid 


of a joystick, which enables the near- 
blind reader to regulate the speed at 
which words appear on the screen 
and the size of the letters. The Voya- 
ger operates on black and white 
screens. It allows the user to use 
white letters on a black background 
or vice versa, whichever is more 
convenient for the reader. 

Tesher has also reached a know- 
how agreement with Visualtek to 
manufacture Voyager and other de- 
velopments of the company here. 

Tesher has hopes that these ties 
will help it find export markets for. 
products it has developed on its own. 
such as fibre-optic headlights used in 
micro-sureerv.

Hungary reports 
revival of growth in!984 

VIENNA (Reuter). - Communist 
Hungary has reported a revival of 
economic growth in 19S4. but living 
standards were restrained by auster- 
ity policies aimed at cutting foreign 
debt and restructuring the economy. 

National income, a measure simi- 
lar to Gross National Product, grew 
by 2.S-3.0 per cent in 1984. which 
was more than planned and above 
the 0.4 per cent rise posted in 1983. 
according to a Central Statistics 
Office report. 

industrial production, including 
the output of Hungary's small but 
lively private sector, rose by 3 per 
cent, acccording to the report. In 
1983 it grew by 0.7 per cent. 

Real income per head only rose by 
one per cent. The average worker's 
monthly wage in 1984 was 5.510 
forints (51 10). a rise of 5.8 percent, 
but this failed to keep up with infla- 
tion of 8.3 percent.

"The figures seem to indicate that 
the decline in our world market 
shares was halted in 1984." a spokes- 
man for the Swiss Watch Industry 
Association said.

' brush fire through the financial and 
business community late Sunday 
night and early yesterday morning 
that a “mysterious businessman" 
y/as in financial difficulties - and this 
rumour caused the stock market to 
crash. 

* Israel Television at its Mabat news 
'broadcast last night broke a gentle- 
1 man's agreement between the va- 
rious news media and revealed that 
the "mystery businessman” was 
named David Balas. 

* Balas is well known in finan- 
,cial circles, for he has been active 
^behind the scenes for years, but 
there was a distinct inclination on the 
part of members of the business 
oommunity not to use his name, 
•“until we have something more than 
rumours to go on.** Although 
Balas is widely known, many 
persons have never seen him. 
Others, however, claim to have seen 
s him and have done business with 
him. The extent of his holdings is 
unknown, since he is said to work 
through “straw men.” but educated 
guesses put his investments at 
• “several tens of millions of dollars.” 
■■ One person said it could be as high as 
SI 00 million. 

j The only solid fact yesterday 
was that Balas had bor- 
rowed considerable funds from a 
company called Eshet Ksafim. 
which is affiliated with the kibbutz 
movement, both Kibbutz Ha'artzi 
(Hashomer Hatza’ir) and the United 
Kibbutz Movement. 

Shlomo Leshem, speaking for 
Takam. yesterday told T7ie Jeru- 
salem Post that “it is certainly true 
we lent him considerable sums of 
money, but T cannot reveal how 
much. He gave us excellent collater- 
al agaitet cur loans and we are now try- 
ing to realize part of this collateral. 
However, we have run into difficul- 
ties. in doing so. But the entire 
kibbutz movement has come to our 
financial aid. All I can say is that we 
believe that our liquidity problems 
will soon be solved." 


Rumour about 
financial difficulties of 
mystery businessman 

sinks stock market 


Leshem stressed that it was not 
only Takam but also the Kibbutz 
Artzi movement which was helping 
Eshet Ksafim out of its difficulties. 

Financial circles here noted 
yesterday that this was the third time 
that the kibbutz movement - “which 
should milk its cows and pick its 
oranges rather than play with its 
capital" - had run into financial 
troubles. The first time was when it 
gave loans to the Rieger-Fishman 
.Group; the second when it was 
heavily invested in the commercial 
bank shares - now the “arrange- 
ment” shares. 

David Balas was also said to Have 
run into difficulties honouring loans 
he had taken from several banks. 
None of the banks questioned 
yesterday confirmed this, pointing 
out that “our secrecy is just as strict 
as that in Switzerland. Even if the 
story is true, you will never hear it 
from us.” — * 

But it did become apparent from 
circles close to the banks that the 
“mysterious businessman" had in- 
deed borrowed money from one and 
probably from several banks, for he 
is known to have worked with sever- 
al banks. However, these same cir- 
cles pointed out that “Lhe bank or 
banks involved have enough liquid 
collateral to more than cover his 
loans, so they are not in trouble.” 
One of the banks mentioned by 
several persons was among the Big 
Three (Leumi, Hapoalim and Dis- 
count), while another one was 
among the next echelon. 

David Balas was believed to have 
invested in many shares traded on 
the stock market, including First 
International. Fibi. Clal Industries.

WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
World Bank has reported increased 
financial strength and record high 
net income over the first half of the 
current fiscal year amid a slowdown 
in new loan commitments. 

“Where the bank's financial 
strength becomes clearly visible” is 
that net income reached $588 million 
for the six months ending December 
31, 1984 - more than double the 
same period for the previous year 
and approaching the S600m. earned 
for all of fiscal 1984, which ended 
June 30, senior vice president 
Moeen A. Qureshi told reporters. 

Announcing that the Washington- 
based bank expected to borrow ab- 
out $12 billion in the fiscal year 
ending June 30. 1985, Qureshi said, 
“we regard the bank... as being in a 
very strong position, not only from 
the profit perspective but from the 
standpoint of being able to fund 
itself - regardless of the circumst- 
ances- from the capital markets.” 

This strength has enabled the 
bank to eliminate effective im- 
mediately its 0.25 of one per cent 
front-end fee on its loans to develop- 
ing countries, Qureshi said. 

However, he ruled out any im- 
mediate transfer of more profits to 
the International Development 
Association, the World Bank}s com- 
panion agency that provides 
interest-free loans to the most im- 
poverished developing countries un- 
able to meet the credit standards or 
interest, rates for World Bank or

Funding of IDA by the World 
Bank and its member countries is 
fixed at periodic meetings of govern- 
ment finance ministers, normally on 
an annual basis. 

“The situation is particularly 
grave in the poorest countries - 
those that are not eligible for World 
Bank loans but depend upon conces- 
sionary finance.” noted Qureshi. 
who comes from Pakistan. 

He said encouraging responses 
had come from appeals to wealthy 
countries asked to meet in January 
31-February 1 in Paris to mobilize 
emergency funds for famine- 
threatened African countries in the 
sub-Saharan region. 

Qureshi also acknowledged that 
there has been a slowdown in new 
World Bank loans. He predicted 
new commitments for the current 
fiscal year of about Sllb. instead of 
tbe $12b. to S13b. originally pro- 
jected. 

Qureshi attributed the institu- 
tion's growing financial strength in 
part to “currency swaps" involving 
strategic switching of debts from 
U.S. dollars and other high-interest 
currencies' into lower-interest cur- 
rencies.

TEL AVIV. - The stock market 
collapsed yesterday, hit by an unpre- 
cedented wave of selling. A full 372 
shares fell in price, many of them 
heavily, by 10 per cent or more. Only 
32 shares rose in price. If the “sellers 
only" vo “buyers only" ratio is any 
indication of the collapse, there were 
197 “sellers only" ro only four 
“buyers only." 

Although" the turnover was fairly 
small, only IS2.325 million in shares, 
more than half this sum was ij the 
"arrangement" shares, which fell, 
but not heavily. The real wave of 
selling was in the “free" shares and 
their turnover would have been 
much greater had there not been so 
many "sellers only." which fell by 5 
per cent without finding any buyers. 
If buyers had been found for these 
"free" shares, their turnover would 
have been huge. 

What will happen today is any- 
body’s guess, but financial circles 
made two predictions: the "free" 
shares will continue to fall sharply, 
while the "arrangement" shares will 
continue to fall, but only moderate- 
ly. Nobody was ready to predict that 
the market would caim down before 
the end of the week, or perhaps only 
at the beginningofne.vt week. 

What caused the collapse? 

The immediate cause was a 
rumour - which nobody could pin 
down - that a "mysterious business- 
man" had run into financial difficul- 
ties and was being forced to dump his 
shares. (Story on this page) Whether 
this rumour was true or not. ir cer- 
tainlv had its effects, and a wave of

psychological selling hit the market. 

This wave coincided with the 
profit-taking which had started the 
previous day. giving enormous im- 
petus to the already existing down- 
ward trend. But if" financial circles 
earlier this week thoughr that yester- 
day's profit-taking would be mild, 
they did not take into account the 
rumour and its psychological effect. 
For the market has within the past 
few days gone through three waves 
of profit-taking, and all were de 
luxe, that is. offers to sell were 
picked up without a loss or with only 
a slight one. 

Yesterday, there was anything but 
de luxe profit-taking. The shares 
which fell by 10 per cent or more are 
too numerous to mention. But a look 
at the indices of the main categories 
and subcategories will give some in- 
dication of the magnitude of the 
collapse. 

The index of all the “free" shares 
fell by 4.96 per cent. Within the 
categories, and subcategories the 
following falls took place : " comm erri - 
al banks not in the “arrangement." 
down by 6.03 per cent: mortgage 
banks, down by 5.97 per cent: finan- 
cial institutions, down by only 0.36 
per cent: insurance companies, 
down by 3.15 per cent: trade and 
services, down 5.06 per cent: real 


estate, down by 5.64 per cent: in- 
dustrials. down by 4.95 per cent: 
investment companies, down by 5.73 
per cent: and oil exploration, down 
by 5. 14 per cent. 

The worst fall, of 7. 15 per cent, hit 
the subcategory of food and tobacco. 
Despite all these sharp drops, the 
general picture must be kepr in 
mind. The index of “free "shares has 
gone up by 30 per cent since the 
beginning of January. And one 
category, chemicals, rubber and 
plastics, rose by almost 50 per cent 
since the first of January. 

Among the ‘‘arrangement” shares 
there were also heavy safes, but their 
index fell by 0.84 per cent. Since the 
beginning of the year, these 
“arrangement" shares "have risen by 
less than 2 per cent in price, that is. 
far less than the devaluation of the 
shekel.

Spanner in the works 


THE SECOND package deal, unlike the first, has met with a 
virtually universal welcome. The cabinet has approved it 
unanimously, and even those who opposed the first wage-price 
freeze have raised their hands to vote approval of the second 


While the first package deal was a stop-gap mechanism, 
designed to give the economy breathing space and the govern- 
ment a grace period for devising a more comprehensive policy, 
the second round aspires to more than that. It is intended to be 
a segment of that comprehensive economic recovery program- 
me that evervbodv has been clamouring for. 

There is, indeed, a fair chance that the accord reached last 
Thursday will succeed in providing, if not price stability, then at 
least a stable, moderate and controlled rate of inflation, of the 
kind that Israel has learned to cope with. The other side of the 
same coin is that the budget cuts which this second deal has 
made possible, and the unemployment and cuts in welfare and 
government services that are their inevitable accompaniment, 
will also remain within controllable limits. 

However, the success of the wage-price restraint accord of 
the second round depends on the manner in which it will be 
implemented. A total price freeze is unambiguous, and so are 
predetermined nominal wage increases. When prices are 
thawed and wage agreements are excluded from the accord, the 
risk that the price structure will once again escape control is that 
much greater. A far larger degree of “fine-tuning" the eco- 
nomy is required - and that calls for an adequate legislative 
backup. 

Unfortunately, that needed legislative support is largely at 
the mercy of one man - MK Avraham Shapira. the chairman of 
the Knesset Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee is the one committee of the legisla- 
ture without which the government cannot function, and 
without an effective chairman the committee itself is reduced to 


impotence. 

MK Shapira of Agudat Yisrael is a man of many parts. For 
one thing, he is a successful businessman. But that has proved 
to be no guarantee of an adequate grasp of the problems 
involved in economic policy-making on the national level. 

That, by itself, would be bad enough. But MK Shapira also 
absents himself on weekly private business trips abroad, and 
refuses to appoint a permanent deputy chairman. 

In addition, he refuses to lay down his chairmanship of the 
Bank of Israel's advisory committee, although the attorney- 
general has ruled that this constitutes a conflict of interests. 

On top of all that MK Shapira is heavily involved in the 
boycott of Bank Leumi by the Haredi community over the 
construction of an annex to the Ganei Hamat hotel in Tiberias. 

Meanwhile, legislation in the Finance Committee is stuck. 
Even the package deal, which is due to expire in a week, has not 
yet been given its appropriate legislative approval. The re- 
levant bills have gone through their first reading, but no 
further. 

With respect to the second package deal, and the steps 
necessary to flesh it out, the situation may become even worse. 
There will soon be a budget to approve for the next fiscal year, 
and there will be a supplementary budget to legalize the excess 
expenditure of the current fiscal year. There will be, sooner or 
later, legislation to substitute for the expiring income tax 
regulations. And there is a host of decisions on the agenda of 
the Finance Committee, from increases of government- 
controlled prices to various items of expenditure, that are not 
being dealt with. 

MK Shapira is evidently unwilling or unable to devote his full 
attention to these matters. He refuses to let anyone else do so. 
but there is serious doubt whether, even if he gave his full time 
to the Knesset Finance Committee, he - would be up to the job. 

Given the consensus about the second round of the package 
deal, it is high time that the two major coalition partners made 
up their minds whether they are going to continue to allow the 
Finance Committee and the legislative process to remain at the 
mercy of Mr. Shapira's whims.

65. dismissed any talk of reg- 
ulating the dress code at the in-house 
pool. 

“No way are we going to issue 
rules on how people are supposed to 
dress when thpy take a swim,” he 
said.

HARD QUESTIONS 
ON UNIFIL 


Dry Bones

IF ISRAEL is intending to base a 
new security arrangement in the 
North on a continued Unifil role, 
some important questions should be 
examined. The experiences of the 
1978-82 period should be analysed, 
and a few fundamental principles for 
the deployment of UN forces should 
be worked out. The outcome should 
be some intriguing questions for the 
nations contributing to Unifil. With- 
out clear-cut and satisfactory 
answers to these questions. Israel 
should hesitate to depend on any 
arrangement that includes UN 
forces. 

Also, one should not oxer-look 
the long term effects of challenging 
the Unifil nations on these ques- 
tions. Plans for deployment of UN 
forces elsewhere along Israel's bor- 
ders. and in the administered terri- 
tories. might well win support in the 
UN in future situations. An open 
debate might have a sobering effect 
on nations that perceive a presti- 
gious role for themselves as contri- 
butors to world peace without any 
risk or loss of lives, which might lead 
lo domestic political problems. An 
important but largely over-looked 
fact is that Israel in the 1978-82 
period was the only nation in the 
world whose press was denied access 
to the Unifil zone. Journalists, 
photographers and radio and TV 
teams from virtually all over the 
world were allowed to enter the zone 
under Unifil supervision, were given 
briefings and taken on guided tours 
and were sometimes given limited 
freedom to move about on their 
own. But nex’er Israelis. 

This should be seen as a matter of 
principle. As one of the parties to the 
Unifil arrangement. Israel - and the 
Israeli media - should not have 
accepted such discrimination. The 


reason for denying access to Israelis 
was. of course, to be found in the 
attitude of the Lebanese Govern- 
ment. as Syrian-controlled then as 
today. 

Although one cannot deny that 
the nation hosting UN forces has the 
final word. Israel should press the 
case if a revised Unifil mandate is to 
be worked out. It should not be 
difficult to find a basis In the Helsinki 
principles on human rights and the 
free flow of information, and to rally 
support from international media 
organizations and the press in most 
Western countries, particularly the 
press in the Unifil countries, of 
course. 


L^NIFTL'S OWN information ser- 
xice in the early years was rather 
restricted, to put it mildly. A lot of 
misunderstandings could have been 
avoided if the Israeli media had been 
given reasonable working conditions 
in the Unifil zone. It is true that 
Unifil commanders would then have 
been confronted with some embar- 
rassing questions. But it is equally 
true that the UN force would have 
avoided a number of embarrassing 
misunderstandings and accusations, 
and that the resentment between 
Unifil and the Israeli Defence Forces 
and the Israeli public to a large 
extent could have been avoided. The 
most important result would perhaps 
have been that the Israeli public 
would have become aware of how 
Unifil was forced to deploy a large 
part of its troops southwards, be- 
cause of the everlasting conflict with 
Major Sa'ad Haddad's Free Leba- 
non forces. The consequences for 
Unifil's ability to deploy northwards 
would have become evident: and 
maybe Israel's Northern Command 
would also have been confronted 


with some difficult questions. 

Although it might be labelled as 
historical speculation, one might 
also suggest that a keener under- 
standing of Unifil's problems, and of 
what degree of security it is possible 
to achieve in the area, could have 
made it 'more difficult to launch 
Operation Peace for Galilee. 

The focal point of the debate 
should, however, be under which 
conditions the Unifil nations are 
willing to commit troops to South 
Lebanon. Political statements in 
Norway point to upper and lower 
limits of tension for Oslo to be 
willing to contribute troops. On the 
one hand, the conflict must be one 
where unarmed UN observers do 
not suffice. On the other hand, the 
danger to the troops must be slight, 
so slight that one should ask whether 
the Norwegian political authorities 
axe willing to accept any danger at 
all. 

These defining limits should be 
seen as typical examples of the 
rather theoretical thinking predomi- 
nant in certain political circles, and 
should not be regarded as the view of 
the Norwegian military community. 
The first question that arises is 
whether real life would produce such 
a conflict, one that is not dangerous, 
but in which unarmed observers 
would not suffice. One might 
perhaps suggest the following 
answer: not in the Middle East. 

The question must, of course, be 
seen in relation to the basic principle 
of UN peace-keeping operations: 
the parties legally involved - in this 
case Israel and Lebanon - must 
agree to the operation and respect 
the mandate. The problem is. 
however, what means and methods 
all the other parties will feel free to 
employ. In 1978 the PLO protested 
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fiercely, because it was not formally 
recognized as one of the parties in 
the arrangement. The line chosen by 
Arafat at'that time, and forced upon 
the PLO rank and file, was to play 
the role of a responsible supporter of 
the UN operation. (This created a 
situation which was vastly misunder- 
stood in the IDF and the Israeli 
public. The result of this was un- 
necessary conflict, and loss of Israeli 
good -will and prestige back home in 
the Unifil nations.) 

Today the PLO. factions within 
the PLO or other groups, may de- 
cide that their ultimate aims will be 
served by a confrontation with Uni- 
fil. The inevitable result will be dan- 
ger. the loss of lives and a surge of 
“bring the boys home" sentiment in 
the Unifil countries. 


tions elaborate answers to the ques- 
tion of what level of conflict and 
danger they are willing to accept for 
their troops. Nations that refrain 
from answering should be asked to 
withdraw from Unifil and to limit 
their activities to theoretical discus- 
sion. Nations that give clear answers 
to the effect that they are not willing 
to accept any danger, should also be 
asked to withdraw. It is much better 
to have some nations withdraw now. 
with a subsequent reorganization of- 
Unifil. than suddenly to have to deal! 
with hasty withdrawals and the re-; 
suiting chaos. Besides some hard 
questions and answers may cool the 
fervour of those playing with the 
idea of putting UN forces in ever 
more demanding roles along the. 
periphery of Israel.

BY LAUNCHING his libel action in 
the United States rather than in 
Israel, Ariel Sharon took on more 
than the high-powered legal talent 
that was assembled to defend Time 
magazine. He assumed a burden of 
proof significantly more difficult to 
meet than would have been the case 
in Israel. For. since 1964. U.S. 
courts have required public officials 
claiming defamation to prove not 
only that a publication slandered 
them, but that the publication acted 
with "actual malice." 

The “actual malice" test does not 
really mean what it implies. That is. 
a public official plaintiff does nor 
have to establish that the publisher 
harboured an intention to harm him. 
To satisfy the “actual malice" stan- 
dard. it is enough to show that the 
publisher knew~ that the disputed 
allegation about the public official 
xvas~ false, or that he acted with 
“reckless disregard" of its truth or 
falsity. 

"Reckless disregard." in turn, re- 
quires showing that the publisher 
had "serious doubts" about the truth 
of the allegation. Thus, while Sharon 
did not have to prove animosity or 
maliciousness, he did have to under- 
take the difficult task of showing that 
Time had displayed reckless disre- 
gard for the truth. This effectively 
meant that the jury would have to 
disbelieve all or part of correspon- 
dent David Halevy's version of the 
various sources he relied on for his 
statement that Sharon discussed re-

In 
short, Sharon would have won after 
findings as made by the New York 
jury in answering questions one and 
two - the presence of defamation 
and falsity of the charge - without 
having to meet the burden of the"ac- 
tual malice" test. 

The widely differing American 


Times v. Sullivan. In that case, the 
police chief of Montgomery. Alaba- 
ma. had been awarded half a million 
dollars against The New York Times 
and civil rights leaders who bad 
placed an advertisement in the 
Times inaccurately, stating that 
Montgomery police’ had ringed a 
college campus in order to intimi- 
date civil rights demonstrators. 

Even though the advertisement 
did not refer to the police chief - and 
it was doubtful that his reputation 
had. in fact, been injured by the 
advertisement - the local Alabama 
jury had made a massive award. The 
U.S. Supreme Court threw out the 
verdict and formulated the “actual 
malice'' standard described above.

of public officials show bow dispar- 
ate systems can weigh conflicting in- 
terests in open criticism of govern- 
ment performance versus protection 
of personal reputation. 

The American approach stems 
from the 1964 case of New York 


THE DECISION is grounded on the 
thesis that in a democratic system a 
critical function of the press is to 
review and report on the perform- 
ance of public officials. The U.S. 
Supreme Court feared that by im- 
posing massive liability on the press 
for honest mistakes in reporting, 
publishers would be deterred from 
providing needed information to the 
public. 


The traditional libel rule - under 
which the plaintiff would win if a 
factual allegation were found to be 
false by a juiy - might deter pub- 
lishers from offering even accurate 
statements which they feared could 
not be proved in a libel litigation.. 

Under the "’actual malice” Stan- 
dard, the publisher is protected 
against liability even for a false pub- 
lication. so long as be did not act with 
reckless disregard for the truth. This 
doctrine values the unimpeded flow 
of information over the harm to 
public officials whose public image is 
damaged by inaccurate, but non- 
reckJess, reports. It also posits that 
public officials normally have access 
to the media in order to defend their 
reputations and clear the air. 

In the 1978 case of Ha'aretz v. 
Electric Co., the Israel Supreme 
Court refused to apply the Sullivan 
standard in Israeli libel law. The 
court ruled that a newspaper might 
publish an inaccurate opinion about 
a public official, but only if the major 
facts relied upon were presented and 
were true. 

The Israeli court did not feel that 


WHATEVER THE MERITS of the ’ 
conflicting legal doctrines, the fact!

It is doubtful that he expected to 
recover $50 million and feared that 
Time would duck the judgment by 
dosing shop in Israel. More likely. - 
he was convinced that goodness and ^ 
righteousness were on his side, and 
he hoped to maximize the public 
impact by obtaining a favourable 
verdict in an American court. 

A judgment in Israel on behalf of a 
major Israeli figure against a maga- 
zine widely thought to be hostile to 
Israel would carry much less moral 
force. Besides, he knew that he 
could always take a second crack at 
Time in Israeli courts, even after a 
loss in America.

I could aiso close my 
exes to my friends who are suddenly 
being told that they are not Jewish, 
though all their lives they were no- 
thing else. I could tell them that, if 
they were really dedicated, they 
would either convert, or make aliya 
without rights. I could say it is not 
discrimination, but protection of a 
people. But if I did these things, then 
I could not call myself a Jew. 


stronger? Did someone call me a 
dirty Jew more often than them? 
Anyone who believes that I am more 
Jewish by the mere fact that my 
mother is Jewish while lefi ha'ha- 
lacha, theirs is not, is sadly mistaken, 
to put it mildly. If their Judaism is 
challenged, then so is mine. Biology 
does not make a Jew. How a person 
thinks, feels and acts is far more 
important. If a person is willing to 
take upon himself the Jewish his- 
tory, nationality, ideology, responsi- 
bility and, when making aliya, the 
Jewish state, language and army, 
then he is a Jew. No less important is 
that this person also take upon him- 
self the religion , though not as inter- 
preted by the Orthodox. 

Aliya is a difficult process for 
anyone. To put a stumbling block in 
front of those who are not consi- 


dered the right kind of Jew is none 
other than religious discrimination. 
It will have two remits: for the 
religious minority in this country, it 
will provide a “pure" society. For 
Israel as a whole, it will weaken its 
appeal to 90 per cent of North Amer- 
ican Jews who enjoy more religious 
freedom in their countries of resi- 
dence than they would in the Jewish 
state. 


For the time being, the "Who is a 
Jew” amendment has been defe- 
ated. But the atmosphere in which it 
was born remains. If it does not 
change, we may find less people 
asking "Who is a Jew?” and more 
asking "Who wants to be a Jew?"

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - In recent weeks we have 
read of the brave and heroic airlift 
operation of Ethiopian Jew’s by the 
Israeli government.
